PEI and BC Leading Amateur Radio Growth in Canada! 

In the September/October issue of TCA magazine, Regulatory Affairs Officer Dave Goodwin, 
VE3KG, reported on the health of Amateur Radio involvement in Canada. On Page 29, Dave 
wrote the following: 


BC and PEI Lead Growth 


Comparing the rate of growth of the Amateur population by province and territory gets 
complicated because of the highly uneven distribution of our population. 

One thing is absolutely clear. Amateur Radio in British Columbia and Prince Edward 
Island is growing at rate vastly ahead of the rest of Canada. While BC has 14% of 
Canada’s population, 35% of the new Amateurs in Canada live in that province. PEI, with 
0.4% of the national population, had 1% of the growth. In both provinces, Amateur Radio 
is growing ata rate 2.5 times their share of the population. 

Ontario, with over a third of Canada’s population, and almost three times the population of 
BC, had fewer new Amateurs: 521 new Amateurs in BC vs 456 in Ontario. This is not a 
one-off: for years, we have seen similar numbers. BC and PE! Amateurs, clubs and 
training hav ne a remarkable | f recruiting and helpin | me Radi 
Amateurs. Bravo!

The Radio Amateurs of Canada held a successful Annual General Meeting in Halifax last 
month, in conjunction with the Halifax Amateur Radio Club's 90th anniversary.
